This 
article proposed to prosecute any Christian 
missionary who converts an under-age Jew, 
under the statute which makes it an of- 
fense to contribute to the delinquency of a 
minor. Inj other words, Christian faith is 
classified ^as criminal moral degradation. 
"CAMPAIGN TO COMBAT MISSION- 
ARIES^EGIN NEXT MONTH" was the 
front pag/ caption Dec, 22, ,1950. Yet, on 
the other hand, the American Jewish Year 
Book boasts regularly of Judaizing propa-

Christians (1078). , .Innocent III ordered 
Jews to wear a distinctive arm badge so 
that Christians could avoid Talmudists as 
bearers of spiritual disease (1215). Pope 
Julius III ordered the burning of the TAL- 
MUD (1553), and great quantities of TAL- 
MUDS were burned in Ilome. He enforced 
the wearing of a yellow hat by Jews and 
finally decreed that they should live in a 
ghetto. Pius V added some new restrictions 
including a prohibition against Christians 
kindling fires for Jews on their Sabbath, 
and in 1556. ordered them expelled from his 
territory. Gregory XIII added additional 
restrictions. Clement VIII again expelled 
them and prohibited the printing of the 
TALMUD (1593). Clement X ordered the 
ghetto gates closed ^during the night. Pius 
Vr required Jews io. wear a yellow badge 
on their': hats an|«-^;deavored to isolate 
them while at the ii^me time ordering them 
to listen to conversionist sermons from

Man 
tin Luther, who, in his early period, cri< 
ticized the Catholic hierarchy for its do^ 
nunciations of Judaism, later uttered more 
vitriolic excoriations, it possible, against it, 
than tlie Popes. In ''The Jews and Their 
Lies," and his ''Shemhamforash,' he re- 
vealed Talmudic lies and aims and declared 
that all TALMUDS should be burned, along 
with the synagogues, and the bearers of 
this foul code be exiled or put to liard 
labor.

Since every Jewish Encyclopedia and his- 
tory declares that the Jewish religion is .

time to time (1775-1800). Pius IX, after

This, serves the double pur- 
pose of furthering atheist Russia's campaign of 
extermination against the white race and the 
Christian religion.- and. of placating ■ Mao Tse- 
Tuhg, Red ruler of China, by helping him to 
solve China's terrible problem of overpopula- 
tion.

Under cover of darkness at midnight, June 
3rd, 1952, two carloads of Communist Jews 
stopped their cars at the office of COMMON- 
SENSE in a third attempt on the life of the 
editor, Conde McGinley. This group; which' 
■preaches so much "brotherly love" and "tol- 
erance" bombarded the office with bricks. and 
pieces of cement breaking the large plate 
glass window and causing considerable dam- 
age. This was a repetition of the midnight 
attack on March 4th when a car full of ter- 
rorists smashed the plate glass window on this 
bitter cold night wh'en the editor was suffering 
from virus-pneumonia, so ill he could hardly 
v/alk. The first attempt on the editor's life 
took place^when four bombs set to go' off 5, 
minutes apart were placed adjacent to^ the 
building on October 31st last year, which,- 
thanks to Divine Providence, was unsuccessful. 

For various reasons the editor preferred" to 
ignore the previous attacks but this latest at- 
tack proved more violent and he decided his 
readers should know of the vicious methods 
used by the enemies of Christ 

Along with this latest attack came a severe 
warning and threat via the telephone which 



was timed to coincide 'with the confusion re- 
"suiting from the breaking in of the front part 
:0f, the building. The conversation which lasted 
about twenty minutes ran something in this 
manner, "Is this McGinley? We are Jews 
who belong to an organization that has de- 
cided COMMON SENSE is not going to be 
printed. What has just happened is a sample 
■Qx what is to come. We have decided to kill 
you and your assistant O'Brien if you print 
another issue." McGinley told them killing 
him would not settle the question as there 
were others ready to take his place. The Jews 
replied "we will get you one by one and will 
get you' when you least expect it." The editor 
explained he was not against all Jews as he 
knew all Jews were not Communists. The re- 
ply came back that *'all Jews should be Com- 
munists." The editor suggested they select 
three, of their leaders, and that he would fur- 
nish three former Jews who are not Com- 
munists to represent tim, and if their leaders 
could prove that COMMON SENSE was print- 
ing anything but the truth, he would apologize 
and discontinue pubHshing the paper, The 
Zionist answered "We are not interested in

that; the paper has to be stoppd. We keep 
up with every move you make am' every time 
you go out of that door you can Icok for us." 
During the conversation special emi:j)hasis was 
placed, on the fact that McGinley was oppos- 
ing Eisenhower. They also mentit^ned they 
knew the paper was printed in Florida but 
now printed in New Jersey again, 'l^wo men 
took part in the conversation, threatening viol- 
ence if the paper was printed, and . several 
times the party talking stopped to say:- ''Wait 
until rtalk to my boss," and the bos;s came 
twice to the 'phone to talk to McGinley. The 
editor called attention to the fact that 'COM- 
MON SENSE had offered space in the paper 
for the Commu nist Jews to refute its -charges. 
McGinley stated it would be a mistake to kil 
hnn as -everyone v/ould know it was the. Jews, 
Jews^^should keep in mind there z 
localities in the United States where ' 
not millions of Jews like in New 
New Jersey, and if the Jews were' 
would jiire a bodyguard to protect' 
they cojild not be blamed.

In an attempt to learn whether 
Freedman had financed the enor- 
mous expansion in the circula- 
tion of "Common Sense," a Post 
Home News reporter went to 
McGinlev's office in Union on

The glass doors and all the 
windows of the three adjoining 
buildings were covered by shades, 
Venetian blinds and cardboard 
screens so that no one passing by 
could see inside. All the doors

The reporter knocked at the 
door of 2001 Pleasant Parkway 
and was admitted by a girl.

Enter McGinley 

McGinley, a stocky, gray- 
haired man of 58 with a ruddy 
complexion and sharp blue eyes, 
entered in a moment. When the 



reporter identified himself, Mc- 
Ginley said, 'T know, what the 
Post is. You people are out to 
hurt us, and I know what kind of 
a story you're after." 

When he was asked if Freed- 
man was associated with liim, he 
replied, "This paper lias been 
operating for three years before 
I ever heard of Ben Freedman." 

To further questions, he said, 
"Vm not answ-ering any questions 
about the people who are work- 
ing with me." He then sliowed 
the reporter out. 

A telephone call to Frederic 
Nelson Phillips, Inc., of 305 E. 
45lh St., which set the type for 
Freedman's full-page advertise- 
ments of the League for Peace 
with Justice in Palestine, was 
more productive. 

Phillips, asked if he was prinl* 
ing "Common Sense," replied that 
he had done some typesetting for 
the paper— "just little odds and 
ends." He was doing this work, 
he added, for Freedman.

The column of WALTER WINCHELL, which appeared in the 
Dally Mirror on 3/30/53* reflected that "BEN PREEDMAN is the 
main money behind an anti-Catholic- Jewlsh-FBI-Spellman sheet* 
He lives at the Majestic Apartments, 72nd and Central Park 
West* A screwball Fascist who features lavender cravats*" 

The files of the NYO reflect that a letter from 
THERON L. CANDEL, Assistant Attorney General, dated 9/2^/46, 
was directed to the Bureau concerning the Arab Office in 
America, registration #322, Foreign Agents Registration Act* 
The letter reflected that BENJAMIN H, FREEDMAN, of 300 Central 
Park W*, NYC, transmitted a telegram to the president request- 
ing protection for his wife and child from foreign criminal 
organizations which he ident^ified as the "Zionist Gestapo" 
and the American Jewish Committee* FREEDMAN's telegram stated 
he wanted to help expose undercover Jewish actives in the US*

In a NY letter to the Bureau dated ll/27/Ij-6 PREEDMAN

Supreme Court, NYC, contained a affidavit 
of incorporation dated 5/6/i|.6, incorporating the League of 
Peace with Justice in Palestine. Among the directors was 
BENJAMIN H*. FREEDMAN, 300. Central Park W. with* business ad- 
dress at 1|.20 Lexington Ave., NYC. 

This report aiso contained an interview with PREEDMAN 
who disclosed he was $6 years of age, of Hungarian- Jewish 
parentage, and. was' a broker and trader in various types of

He was formerly secretaryeand treasurer

He 
withdrew from the corporation on 12/3l/ij.l and was also associ- 
ated as president and treasurer of the Association of American 
Dermatologists, Inc. On 6/1/1^.5 he stated his activities at 
that time, were based entirely in the investments and amounted 
to an excess of seven figures.

By memo dated 12/5/50, NY file 62~106i;l, SAC SCHEIDT 
set forth the telephone call from f^Ir. ROSEN, of the Bureau, 
who advised that FULTON LEWIS, JR., had come into possession 
of an affidavit by BENJAMIN H,- FREEDMAN covering a conversa- 
tion with RALPH DeSOLA, a member of the CP, to the effect' 
that ANNA M. .ROSENBERG attended meetings of the John Reed 
CP group in the area ..of 6th Ave. around 8th or 9th St. on 
ntunferous occasions. DeSOLA identifed a picture of -^Vs* 
ROSENBERG who had recently been appointed assistant secretary 
of Defense as the person who attended these meetings. Further 
that Mrs* ROSENBERG was one of the founders. of "Science and 
Society", a Communist cultural organization. FREEDMAN resided 
at 300 Central Park W. , NYC. 

The file reflected , that. FREEDMAN was Interviewed on 
ia/5/50 but declined to furnish any information at that tiifte 
concerning Mrs. ROSENBERG, but on December 12, 1950 he was 
interviewed at the.NYO and stated that DeSOLA told him he 
had no information :concerning Mrs. ROSENBERG in the John. 
Reed group and typed a statement to. that effect, a photo- 
static copy of which was furnished by FREEDMAN to the agents. 

Mr. CALLAN of the Bureau advised ASAC WHELAN. on 12/11/50 
that the Director recalled WALTER .WINCHELL had been auedd by 
FREEDMAN at one time; however, the files did not reflect this 
information and the records of they "New York- Times" contained 
no information of this suit.

The "V/ashington Post" of l/l9/5l editorialized that 
PREEDMAN told his story concerning. Mrs. ROSENBERG probably 
as he told it in "Common Sense" and in a news publication 
of his own,, ."No the Truth." 

. Information received by WPO from USA GEORGE MORRIS 
FAY revealed that in the testimony of PREEDMAN before .the 
Senate Armed Services Committee he mentioned he was pre- 
pared to spend approximately #7^000 for the printing of . 
50,000 copies of the ll/l/50 issue of "Common Sense." How- 
ever, only 25*000 copies were printed. This magazine, according 
to thetestimony, was published by CONDE McGTNLEY, 2001 Pleasant 
Parkway, Union, N.J. 

McGINLEY was. interviewed in this case and advised 
that PREEDMAN contacted him in the matter ih 19i+8 and loaned 
him $7,000 or #7,500 which has never been repaid. In 191^-8 
two issues of "Common Sense" were published as regular issues 
but were comprised solely of PREEDMAN' s writings. McGINLEY 
declared that the first appeared in October, 191+8 and dealt 
with Zionism. In 19ij-9 PREEDMAN did not purchase any Issues 
but in 1950 he loaned McGINLEY approximately $11,000 and 
p6.id for the printing of 3 full issues of "Common Sense", 
which contained only PREEDMAN' s writings. .Mr. McGINLEY . 
stated the first of such Issues was published during the 
first three months of 1950 ^^^ contained a picture of WALTER 
WINCHELL on the first page.

received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense/' which is being 
sent through the mail to the complainants. It was reported in 
November^ 1953^ by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J, McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense." 



In view of the above, a brief summary of McGinley 's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for your information. 

Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World VJar II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 19^6. 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the CoTnmunist threat to Christianity. Later in 19^6, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. 

In December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper. This group, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 1949> with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McFarland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The 
Informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McFarland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action^ League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
was re -cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 

The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies

He resided there until 1930 when he moved to Dallas, 
Texas. In the late 1920 's he moved to the New Jersey Sea- 
shore resort town of Belmar, where he assisted his wife in 
the establishment and operation of a small chain of curb 
restaurants knovjn as Celia Browns. The restaurants operated 
successfully during the early 1930 's up to 19ij.l^ Following 
1914-1, MC GINLEY and his wife suffered a series of failures*

ASSOCIATION has issued several leaflets appealing for support 
of the publication "Common Sense." It has also issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Comjaunism or Trotsky 
Commiznism?" The leaflet indicates that "Jews set up Commi>inism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York, and supported 
it for 35 years. No Jewish leader .dares try to refute this. 
During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia," 

This leaflet indicates "If Washington thinks and acts 
as the Jevjs X'jant it to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and is no longer an American Government. What do 
we mean by VJashington?
